Trees of Sunshine are vigorous, somewhat resistant to 
disease, upright in growth, and begin bearing at an early 
age with heavy crops. Buds and wood seem to be equally 
as hardy as the parent. Hours of chilling needed to 
break dormancy are about the same as Red Haven.

The first fruit was so much earlier and of such outstand- 
ing beauty that Mr. Errera was attracted to it. He 
brought it to our attention, and after thorough testing, 
we have found Sunshine worthy of introduction to the 
public.

A new introduction from North Carolina 
which ripens about with Mayflower and Redwin. It is yel- 
low fleshed, clingstone, with a yellow skin blushed red on 
one side. Shipping quality seems fair and it should be tried 
throughout the Southern areas. Marcus is a seedling of 
Erly-Red-Fre.

EARLIRED (2a) Earlired is a cross of Redhaven made 
at Beltsville, Md. It ripens 2 to 5 days earlier than Cardi- 
nal and completes harvest before Sunhaven. The fruit is 
medium sized, has very light pubescence, and is cov- 
ered with a bright red blush over a yellow ground when 
mature. 

The flesh is yellow, firm and of good flavor a cling 
when firm ripe and semi-free when full ripe. The fruit is 
of fine shape for the Carolinas and northward. 

Trees are vigorous and dependable in productiveness, 
moderately susceptible to bacterial spot. Fruits need early 
and heavy thinning for best size. 


HILAND (2b) A highly colored, yellow clingstone 
peach. Ripens just before Cardinal. Buds require about 
750 hours chilling. Vigorous and productive. Fruits medi- 
um size, light pubescence, attractively colored, with light 
red blush at shipping time. Flesh fairly firm and of good 
flavor. Recommended for areas of low chilling require- 
ment.

A highly colored cling needing only 
650 chilling hours. Fruit is medium size yellow fleshed 
with good flavor. A light red blush covers about half the 
skin over a yellow ground. Trees are vigorous and pro- 
ductive. Maygold ripens with Redcap and is recommended 
for areas where temperatures averaging below 54 degrees 
may be expected. 


REDCAP (2d) Ripens just before Dixired and resem- 
bles Dixired very much. A clingstone, medium size, round, 
with light pubescence, attractive red blush covers most of 
the peach. The flesh is yellow, firm but melting and good 
flavor. Trees are moderately vigorous and productive. 
Buds require 750 hours chilling. This variety should prove 
especially valuable where short rest periods are a factor. 


CARDINAL (2e) Ripens four days ahead of Dixired. 
Fruits are clingstone, medium size, round, light pubescence. 
Well covered with attractive red blush over yellow ground. 
Flesh is yellow, firm and good flavor. Chilling require- 
ments about 900 hours.

DIXIRED (2f) Dixired is a clingstone, medium size, 
round with light pubescence. About three-fourths of the 
surface is covered with a bright attractive red blush. Flesh 
is yellow, firm but melting and of good flavor. The out- 
standing characteristics of Dixired are its unusual firmness 
and slow rate of softening for an early peach, plus an at- 
tractive appearance. The fruit acquires color long before it 
is ready to pick. Dixired is recommended as an early ship- 
/ ping peach. 


COLLINS (29) a new, early ripening, semi-clingstone, 
with good color, medium size, recently introduced by 
N. J. Peach Council. It bears good crops, with few split 
pits and ripens a few days before Sunrise. Collins is not 
as disease resistant as many of the other varieties. 


JUNE GOLD (2h) 


Plant Patent 1884

A large yellow freestone ripening with Maygold and just 
before Coronet. Fruit is highly colored and of good flavor. 
Size is excellent for the season. Trees are vigorous and set 
heavy crops. This is a California peach which shows great 
promise for the east. It requires about 750 chilling hours.

Fruits keep and 
handle unusually well for such an early maturing variety. 
Flesh clear yellow, fine textured, firm, of good flavor and 
resistant to browning. A partial cling until fully ripe. 
Trees are large, vigorous, and productive. Recommended 
for an early fresh market variety.

Fruits are well 
colored, semi-free, good size and trees are resistant to bac- 
terial spot. Fruits are firm and nicely colored. It overlaps 
on Goldray. 


SUNSHINE (3d)

JERSEYLAND (N.J. 135) (4) 


An early, large, firm, attractive yellow-fleshed freestone, 
ripening a few days before the Golden Jubilee. It hangs 
well to the tree and is an excellent shipper. Tree is hardy, 
sets fruit buds freely and comes into bearing early. 


CORONET (42) Ripens just before Redhaven. The 
fruit is medium size, highly colored; yellow fleshed tending 
to stick to pit when not fully ripe but a freestone when 
ripe. Bright, attractive red blush over good yellow ground 
color. Firm, smooth textured, very good but mild flavor. 
Coronet trees are vigorous and productive. Blossoms are 
small-petaled, self-fertile, chilling requirements about 800 
hours.

DIXIGEM (4b) Ripens about with Redhaven. The 
fruit is medium size, with a bright, attractive red blush 
covering about half the surface. The ground color is a 
bright yellow. The flezh is yellow, medium to firm, a fine 
texture and excellent flavor. It is almost a freestone when 
fully ripe. 


REDHAVEN (4c) 


Now A Tried and Proven Winner of Its Season 


It colors a brilliant red and beautiful yellow. Skin is 
smooth, almost fuzzless, resembling J. H. Hale. Flesh 1s 
very firm. Tree is vigorous with heavy bud set and bears 
young. Fruits medium sized and well filled when ready to 
pick, suture being rather prominent until peach approach- 
es picking period. Growers may be inclined to pick too 
early because of good color. When trees set too heavy, 
thinning should be practiced to increase size of the fruit. 


GOLDENRED (4d) 


Goldenred is a yellow freestone of high quality and at- 
tractive red color. The peach is smooth, round, and firmer 
than Red Haven. 


The flesh is lemon-yellow, fine textured, with sweet 
aroma and pleasing taste, red around the pit but not bit- 
ter. Fruit ripens evenly; skin color developing early to al- 
low picking while still firm. We recommend this fine new 
peach for trial in all areas where Red Haven can be grown 
successfully.

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REGINA (4e) Ripens with Red Haven. Fruit is medi- 
um sized, with very light pubescence. Surface is covered 
with a bright, attractive red blush over a yellow ground 
color. Flesh is yellow, firm, smooth textured, and of good 
flavor. A freestone when fully matured. Regina is more 
highly colored than Redhaven and does not tend to soften 
‘first on the suture and apex. 


COMANCHE (4f) «4 Red Haven type peach that 


ripens about with Red Haven. Size is exceptionally good 

with little thinning required. Fruits are attractive, firm 

yellow flesh, and semi-free with no split pits. Comanche 

bas a desirable crop load with larger size fruits than Red 
aven. 


CUMBERLAND (5) The tree is a vigorous grower. The 


fruit is attractively colored with red, oval in shape. The 
flesh is white, almest free. Ripens just before Jubilee. 
Cumberland continues to be popular in all peach sections. 


GOLDEN JUBILEE (5a) 


The tree is unusually hardy. The buds resist low winter 
temperatures better than Elberta and open later than El- 
berta. The blossoms are self-fertile. The peach is medium 
to large in size. The peach develops better if a well bal- 
anced fertilizer is used. As the tree grows older the fruit 
becomes firmer and develops more naturally. 


GOLDGEM (N.J. 197) (5b) An attractive yellow- 


fleshed peach ripening with Golden Jubilee. It is firmer 
than Jubilee and the color is similar to Newday. 


THE FAIRHAVEN PEACH (5c)

Oriental plum varieties are self-unfruitful. Two or more 
varieties should be planted for satisfactory results. 


SHIRO 


A very early, golden yellow plum which should have a 
place in every planting. The tree is low growing, hardy 
and prolific.

FRUIT TREES 


Three Brand New Pear Varieties 


DAWN ..... Dawn is picking mature about two weeks 
earlier than Bartlett. Fruit generally resembles Bartlett but 
the skin is smoother. The fruit is very good in quality, 
aromatic, sweet, spicy, and very juicy. It ripens 12-14 days 
when held at 70 degrees, and is almost entirely free of 
grit cells. 


The tree of DAWN is moderately vigorous, upright in 
growth, and bears mainly on short terminals. The tree 
is not highly resistant to fire blight and should only be 
grown where Bartlett is grown successfully. The flowers 
contain only a moderate amount of pollen. 


MOONGLOW Moonglow is a_ large, early 


ripening pear, which in limited tests appears promising for 
processing as well as fresh market use. It is picking mature 
about 10 days to 2 weeks ahead of Bartlett and will ripen 
to prime eating quality about 15 to 18 days after picking. 
The fruit is attractive, nearly free of grit cells, of soft 
flesh, and moderately juicy. Flavor is mild sub-acid and 
rated as good. 


The tree of Moonglow is vigorous, very upright in habit, 
heavily spurred, and bears at an early age. Abundant pol- 
len is present. The tree is very resistant to fire blight. Only 


€ 


an occasional blighted spur or twig has occurred on these 
trees with no penetration of the blight cankers to the 
older wood. It is recommended for trial in all areas where 
blight is a major problem in pear growing. 


MAGNESS _ . Magness is picking mature about 
1 week later than Bartlett and ripens to eating condition 
about 10 days later when held at 70 degrees. The fruit is 
lightly covered with russet, medium in size, and generally 
oval in shape. The flesh is soft, very juicy, almost free of 
grit cells, sweet, highly perfumed, and aromatic. The skin 
is tough and resists insect puncture and decay. Magness 
can be held up to three months in cold storage and ripens 
with good quality. 


The tree is very vigorous, spreading, and sometimes 
thorny. They begin bearing at about six years. The variety 
is entirely pollen sterile and must be pollinated with some 
other variety in order for good set. 


The tree is very blight resistant. Only after a severe 
hail storm in 1959 was a small amount of twig blight 
seen, but this infection did not extend into the two year 
old wood. Magness is recommended for general trial be- 
cause of its high blight resistance and high quality.
